SUBJECT :— Export of gold omaments/articles by HHEC 
for exhibition abroad and for its sale. 

File No. 6/182/ 81-EPC : The scheme for export of gold 
ornaments and articles for sale at exhibitions to be held in 
United Arab Emirato (UAE) by the Handicrafts and Hand- 
loom Export Corporation of India Limited in November, 
1981 ancf for import of gold as replenishment, is given In 
the following Annexure to this Public Notice :- — 


ANNEXURE 

Scheme for export of gold ornaments and articles for sale 
at exhibitions to be held in UAE by the Handicrafts and 
Handloom Export Corporation of India Limited, during 
November, 1981 

Under this Scheme, export of gold ornaments and articles 
(other than coins) as defined in the Gold (Control) Act, 1968, 
will alone be allowed, The items fo r export should be made 
of purity not less than 0.5833 fineness which corresponds 
to 14 carats. 

2. The export will be made by HHEC Or its associates. 
The eligible associates will be those as are categorised in 
para 3 of the existing scheme contained in Appendix 31 of 
Import Policy, 1981-82. 

3. Under this scheme, exports will be made on consign- 
ment basis, with the approval of the Reserve Bank of India, 
for holding exhibitions in UAE, The description of each item 
exported, its total weight/value, and the weight and purity 
of its gold content, should be clearly given. In the case of 
studded items in addition to gold content as above, the des- 
cription/weight/value of the stones|gems|pearls used in their 
manufacture, as well as the weight/value of any other pre- 
cious metals used for alloying gold should also be given. 

4. At the time of export, the gold content of the item to 
be exported, will be verified by the Customs Authority in 
the manner as laid down in para 17 of the existing scheme 
in Appendix 31 of Import Policy, 1981-82. 

5. The export shall be subject lo the conditions that (i) 
the items exported which are not sold abroad shall be re- 
imported into India within 15 days of the close of the exhi- 
bition, and (ii) in respect of the items sold abroad, the gold 
content thereof shall be imported as replenishment not later 
than 15 days of the close of the exhibition. The Handicrafts 
and Handloom Export Corporation of India Limited shall 
execute a bond to this effect with the Customs Authority 
before export is allowed. 

6. A minimum value added of 15 per cent ever the value 
of the gold content as laid down in para 6 of the existing 
scheme in Appendix 31 of Import Policy, 1981-82 will also 
apply here. 

7. Purchase of gold as replenishment will be made with 
the assistance of the State Bank of India or their duly 
authorised agent in Dubai. It will be ensured that the price 
of gold paid is such that it does not at any time erode the 
prescribed minimum value added of 15 per cent for the 
jwellery exported. The provisions of para 20 of the existing 
scheme in Appendix 31 of Import Policy, 1981-82 will also 
apply. 

8. Tlte gold imported into India as replenishment by 
HHEC will be deposited with the Government of India Mint 
and for subsequent release to eligible associates. The details 
of the procedure laid down in this regard in the existing 
scheme in Appendix 31 of Import Policy, 1-981-82 will apply. 

9. Exports and sales of items under this scheme shall not 
qualify for any other replenishmcnt/benefit except to the ex- 
tent of the replenishment of gold content ns laid down in 
this scheme.
